unfortunate  gentleman  was  the  (bji  of  an  Irifh  cap- 
L  tain,  who  left  his  native  country  upon  the  articles  of 
Limeric,  aud  commanded  a  company  under  lord  Dillon.  The 
early  acquaintance  young  Lally  had  with  militiuy  life,  toge«> 
ther  with  his  handfome  perlon,  in  fome  meafure  diiliuguUhed 
him  among  the  Irifh  regiments;  and,  hy  the  time  he  waf 
nineteen,  he  became  a  captain.  He  was  lome  time  after  fent 
ill  a  civil  capacity  ;to  the  court  of  Ru/Iia,  where  his  addrefs 
and  hdelicy  gained  him  the  confidence  of  the  French  king  his 
inader,  and  the  frlendfhip  of  the  czarina.  From  his  retun|i 
from  this  court  he  began  to  be  confidered  as  one  of  the  molk 
rlfing  charadters  at  the  court  of  Ver failles;  and  was  raifed, 
from  being  captain,  to  the  command  of  a  regiment.  In  this 
fituation  he  commanded  at  the  battle  of  Fontenoy,  and  other 
places  where  the  Irifli  regiments  were  employea ;  and  every 
com paign  only  ferved  to  increafe  his  reputation.  ^ 

At  the  time  when  the  young  pretender  made  his  invafion^ 
ill  the  year  1745,  Lally  came  over  into  England,  under  pre* 
tence  of  laying  in  his  claim  to  Ibme  lands,  which  he  affirmed 
his  father  was  polTefled  of  in  Ireland;  but  hb  real  dcfign  was 
to  be  a  fpy  upon  the  BritUh. court,  and' to  raife  the  malecon* 
teuts  in  England  into  a  flame,  by  promifes  of  affiftance  and 
money.  In  thefe  bold  attempts  he  was  laid  to  be  liicceisfn^ 
till  his  machinations  were  difcovered,  and  Hid  before  the  duke 
of  Cumberland,  who  gave  orders  for  his  being  arreflcd.  Lally^ 
who  law  the  ftorm  approach,  availed  bhnmf  of  a  flight  ac« 
qualntance  with  his  royal  highnefs  the  Hte  prince.,of  Ws^s^ 
and  implored  his  prote^on.  That  generous  pfihce.  readily . 
granted  his  requcft;  and,  by  his  interccflion.  colonel  Lally^ 
VoL.  V.  -I  *  • 
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inftcad'of  being  imprifoned  as  a  fpy^  was  ordered  to  leave  tlie 
Iiingclom  ill  four  and  twenty  hours.  Whether  a  pcrlbn,  how. 
ever  guilty,  as  our  laws  now  (land,  would  obey  fuch  a  iiiin. 
inons,  I  cannot  tell ;  but  certain  it  is,  that  Lally  inftantly  com. 
)>lied,  and  returned  to  France,  /i  nitrated  in  his  dehgna,  and 
convinced  that  the  aflfairs  of  the  young  Chevalier  vrerfe  fo  def. 
perate  as  to  admit  of  no  remedy. 

Upon  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty  of  peace  at  Aix-la-Cba. 
pellc,  which  gave  a  fliort  tranquility  to  Europe,  the  war  fiU) 
continued  to  burn  in  the  Falt*lndies,  and  the  two  compaides 
were  ftarce  with-hcld  from  mutual  encroachments  by  the 
feeble  tics  of  a  temporary  truce.  7'he  Englilh  arms,  though 
worded  in  Europe,  feemed  to  be  always  victorious  in  that  dif 
tant  part  of  the  world ;  and  the  French  Eilt-India  compairj^s 
affairs  were  daily  declining.  Xor  was  it  to  be  wondered  at; 
their  armies  were  levied  by  royal  authority,  and  paid  from  the 
exchequer.  On  the  contrary,  the  Englilb  forces  were  in  the 
pay  of  a  private  company,  who,  being  thus  more  nearly  hi. 
terefled,  exerted  itfclf  with  all  its  vigour.  In  this  declehfikm 
of  the  French  affairs,  none  was  judged  fo  proper  as  Lally  to 
ictricve  them  ;  and  he  w  as  appointed  general  and  commandant 
of  the  armies  in  Bengal:  this  w’as  reckoned,  at  that  time/onc 
of  the  inoft  important  and  lucrative  places  that  was  in'"  the 
j)o\ver  of  the  Frcncii  government  to  bellow. 

Lally  w’as  every  way  qualified  for  the  poll  in  which  he  was 
to  acl;  but  he  had  not  forefeen  that  there  w  ere  fevcral  who 
cMivicd  him  the  honour  of  his  high  appointment.  Among 
others,  Alonfieur  d^Ache,  and  Sieur  Duval  de  I^eyrit,  goverttor 
of  Poiidichery,  who  had  formerly  been  firft  in  command,  and 
were,  after  long  fcrviccs,  made  to  adl  in  fubordinate  capacities, 
were  particularly  his  enemies.  The  contefls  between  thefe 
cmnniandcrs  and  Lally  began  from  bis  lirll  felting  foot  on 
fljoic  in.India,  and  continued  during  the  whole  lime  he  *fl:aid 
there,  llollile  letters  continued  to  pafs  between  them  upon 
every  difaclvantage  the  company  fiillained, '  and  both  thtcw 
the  blame  upon  each  other.  Jn  one  of  the  gov ernorV  letters 
to  Lally,  be  tells  him,  that  be  lias  long  been  accuftomed  to 
his  outrages  and  his  invcc'livcs;  an  accufation  vyhichTerved 
not  a  little  to  influence  the  court  againfl  Lally  on  his  trial. 
It  would  be  from  our  prefent  ])urpofe  to  enter  into  a  detaiTof 
ibofe  ]>ublic  mifearriages  which  exterminated  the  Ffg^ch 
Eall-lndia  company.  1  he  two  oppofite  panics  aferibe  them, 
and  the  lofs  of  Pondicherry  in  particular,  to  oppofite'  caufes. 
I.eviit,  the  governor,  afleits  that  Lally  had  fehed  all  there* 
venues  of  the  city  for  his  own  life;  and  in  this  accufatioli  he 
was,  ill  fume  meafiire,  juflified  by  the  iinir.enfe  wealth  vrWck 
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had  been  amafled  by  the  general.  On  the  other  hand^  Lally 
retorted  the  acculation,  by  faying,  the  fortrefs  was  loft  by  a 
want  of  provilions  alone.  To  this  the  council  of  the  French 
Kail. India  company  remonfl rated,  that  it  was  impoflible  they 
could  procure  provilions,  (ince  their  means  were  exhaufted  ; 
that  they  were  every  day  forced,  by  the  general,  to  borrow 
money  at  a  difad  vantage.  Even  their  hofpital,  they  affirmed 
to  be  unprovided  of  all  necefl'aries,  from  their  utter  inability  to 
furnifli  them  ;  and  they  concluded  .  their  charge  by  faying, 
that  their  general  might  exculpate  himfelf,  by  aflerting  the 
orders  were  given,  when  he  was  confeious  of  the  inipoflibility 
of  complying  with  them. 

Upon  the  reduclion  of  Pondicherry,  Lally  was. brought 
home  a  prifoncr  to  England  in  one  of  our  fhips;  during  which 
time  he  feemed  utterly  regardlefs  of  the  riacbinations  of  his 
enemies,  and  appeared  perfecfily  fatisfied  with  his  own  inno« 
cence.  When  frequently  admonifhed  by  his  friends  in  this 
country  (for  he  had  feveral)  not  to  return  to  France/  he  would 
laugii,  and  fay,  that  being  cafhiered  was  the  word  that  could 
happen. 

Upon  his  return  to  France  he  was  inftantly  made  a  prifoner, 
and  clapped  into  the  Baftile.  Nor  was  it  otherwife  with  his 
opponents;  they  alfo  were  made  prifoners,  and  a  mutual  pro- 
fccution  was.  begun  on  either  fide  againft  each  other,  ,  This 
continued  for  near  three  years,  and  was  managed  by  the  ableft 
lawyers  in  France.  The  accufations  of  either  party  w^ere 
equally  ftrong,  and  nearly  equally  well  attefted;  there  was 
one  circumftance  that  turned  the  bafance  againft  the  unfortunate 
Lally.  Leyrii,  the  governor  of  Pondicherry,  died  extremely 
poor  ;  Lally,  on  the  other  hand,  was  known  to  be  extremclv 
rich.  The  conclufion  of  this  long  trial  was,  that  Lally  was 
fentenceil  to  be  beheaded,  his  effetfts  confifeated,  and  three 
hundred  thoufand  livres  of  his  eftate  to  be  diftributed  among 
the  fulFering  inhabitants  of  Pondicherry.  The  fcntcnce  W’as 
accordingly  executed,  and  the  unfortunate  general  was  not 
allowed  eveu  the  confolation  of  declaring  his  innocence  at  the 
place  of  execution,  being  brought  to  the  fcaffold  gagged  and 
bound.

IF  men  were  not  flatterers,  women  could  not  fall  into  that 
general  caufe  of  their  follies,  a  love  of  flattery  ;  this  is  the 
aifertion  of  an  author  -of  your  fex,  eminent  for  his  knowledge 
of  the  human  heart,  the  more  immediate  confideration  of

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'  which  I  have  been  very  iiatarally  led  into  by  the  folk>wtig 
little  hiflory.  “  '' 

Eugenio,  a  young  fellow  of  (enflbllity  and  accompliflimentl^ 
was  induced,  from  the  turn  of  his  father’s  difpofition,  to  ac¬ 
cept  of  n>me  very  advantageous  projjofals  for  fettling,  darin|f 
a  terra  of  years,  in  the  Eaft- Indies.  Benevolence  is  the  moft 
attractive  of  all  the  focial  duties,  .Eugenio  was  univerfally  be¬ 
nevolent,  univerfal  approbation  was  confeqiiently  his  reward. 
Many  overtures  of  the  matrimonial  kind  were  made  him 
from  the  lirll  families  in  the  country.  He  declined  them  all 
with  that  peculiar  complaifance,  which,  though  it  difappoiiitt 
our  wiHies,  augments  our  elleem  ;  a  delicacy  of  feiitiinent, 
but  little  known  to  the  prefent  generation,  rendering  it  im- 
po/Tihle  for  him  to  liften  to  other  incitements  on  (b  iraportaht 
an  occafion,  than  his  own  furceptihiliiies.  It  was  not  long, 
however,  before  he  felt  hinifelf  fpontaneoully  attached  to  i'* 
mofl  agreeable  objeifl.  A  gentleman,  who  had  refided  many 
years  on  his  own  ellate,  and,  from  repeated  deceptions  in  his 
friendly  connexions,  was  degenerated  into  a  mifanthrope,  was- 
compelled,  on  a  particular  affenibly,  to  vifit  Calcutta.  -i 

Eugenio’s  conduct,  reputation,  and  merit,  notwitliftanding' 
all  his  refolution,  infeidihlv  dole  on  Mr  Moreland’s  heart  *  ‘ 
the  delights  of  a  chearful  converfe,  to  which  he  had  been  fb« 
long  a  (I ranger,  he  found  himfelf  unable  to  relift,  and  thif* 
gloom  of  contracted  referve  was  expelled  for  ever.  He  gave 
Eugenio  an  invitation  to  accompany  him  on  his  return 
the  country,  where  hl>  daiigliter,  beautiful  to  a  miracle,  had 
till  then  been  his  only  companion.  Mifs  Moreland’s  perfec-’ 
lions  were  not  merely  perlbnal.  Compaftion  and  candour', 
gratitude  ami  generofity,  were  the  real,  though  latent  prin* 
ciples  of  her  nature,  filial  tendernefs  the  obvdous  one. 

Had  Eugenio  (for  it  mnft  be  unncccftary  to  mention  the  re^ 
fiiU  of  his  vilit)  jiidicioiiny  turned  the  addrefs  of  flattery,-  in 
the  firll  inftanccs,  it  had  been  happy  for  both.  Had  he  told  ^ 
her,  her  pious  attention  to  her  father,  her  gcntlenefs  of  tetn-^ 
per,  or  any  other  of  her  valuable  accomplifliments,  was,  with  ’ 
itim,  the  captivating  charm  :  tbougli  fuch  a  manner  of  ad-l 
drefs  would  have  implied  an  expec^iation  of  an  amiable  confori*' 
mity  to  all  the  duties  of  the  tnatrimonial  character,  it  would 
have  hern  as  fuccefsfiil  as'  the  molt  enthufiallic  admiration  of  ^ 
h.cr  complexion,  or  her  eyes.  But  Eugenio  unfortunately  pur-  ' 
filed  a  very  different  plan  ;  the  pernicious  language  of  romanefe 
was  tile  u;ily  language  he  conceived  :  adapted  to  fo  much*^ 
loveliiiefs,  no  wonder,  therefore,  that  an  uninformed,  as  well 
as  a  youth tjl  mind,  Ihould  imbibe  a  romantic  fenfe  of  thingvj  b 
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afli  be  totally  inattentive  to  jhe  natural  relations  and  nfcful' 

concerns  of  life.  *.  ,  ,  . 

Mifs  Moreland's  fortune  was  but  fmaU,  and  Eugenio's  know* 
ledge  of  Ills  fatker's  fentiments  fuch,  that  innumerable  ampe* 
(liincnts  to  being  united  to  her  were  perpetually  fuggefting 
ilieinfelves  to  his  iniagiiiaiion.  To  cafl  off  all  claim  to  pater* 
n.il  conlideraiion,  was  neither  his  intereft  nor  defire*  Nor, 
i.idced,  would  it  have  been  the  way  to  recommend  himfelf  to 
Mr  IVIoreland,  vvhofe  ambicioii  was  to  promote  the  happinela 
of  Ills  child,  and  he  knew  too  well,  to  believe  that  purpofe 
could  be  anfvvered  by  fuffering  her  to  ftcal  into  any  family. 

Kugenio,  after  forming  and  reje^^ing  a  hundred  ichemes  of 
application,  at  laft  refolved  on  a  perlbnal  one.  He  had  been 
abi’ent  from  England  above  Icveii  years;  the  undertaking iuch 
a  voyage  from  filial  duty  only,  the  pleafure  of  embracing  a* 
Ton,  might  they  not  foAen  his  father  into  acqidefcence  ?  If 
i  was  at  lead  worth  the  experiment.  He  bid  a  tender  adieu  to 
his  Lucinda,  w'ho  regreied  the  neceffiiy,  whilft  llie  applauded 
the  motives,  for  his  quitting  the  Indies.  All  Eugenio's  elo¬ 
quence,  all  the  merits  of  his  condutd,  proved,  however,  infuf* 
iicient  with  his  father  to  compenfate  for  Mils  Moreland's 
want  of  fortune.  In  his  hour  of  defpondence,  an  old  maiden 
aunt  brought  the  unhoped-for  relief.  The  demanded  thou- 
fands  on  the  lady's  part,  were  fupplied  out  of  her  fortune,  and 
file  hade  him  give  her  an  early  opportunity,  by  returning  to 
England  with  his  wife,  of  being  witnefs  to  his  happinefs,  as 
the  bed  tedimony  of  his  gratitude. 

He  obeyed  her  injunctions  with  the  utinod  pnn(5luallty,  but 
rlic  amiable  Lucinda  was  no  more  ;  Ihe  was  changed  by  his 
flatteiy  into  an  ablblntc  divinity  ;  and  this  was  the  niece  he 
jirefented  his  benefactrefs,  nor  was  it  poflible  for  any  beliavioor 
to  gratify  the  extravagance  of  her  vanity.

Of  the  PfilH,  and  the  fafctnaiion  of  Serpents  in  JEgypt: 

From  Dr  Haififlquift's  Truvels, 

^1‘^Hey  take  ihe  moft  poifonous  vipers  with  their  bare 
JL  hands,  play  with  them,  put  them  in  their  bofoms,  and 
life  a  great  many  more  tricks  with  them,  as  I  have  often 
feen.  The  perfon  I  faw  there  lately  had  only  a  fmall  viper  ; 
but  I  have  frequently  feen  them  handle  thofe  that  were  three 
</!'  four  feet  long,  and  of  the  moll  horrid  fort.  I  inquired  and 
examined,  whether  they  had  cut  out  the  viper^s  poilbnous 
teeth  ;  but  I  have,  with  my  own  eyes,  feen  they  do  not  ;  we  ^ 
may  therefore  conclude  that  there  arc  to  this  day  Pfilli  in 
Egypt  ;  but  what  art  they  u(c  is  not  eafily  known,  ^ome 
people  are  very  lUperftitious,  and  the  generality  believe  this  to 
he  done  by  (bine  fupernatural  art,  which  th.ey  obtain  from  in- 
vifible  beings.  1  do  not  know  whether  their  power  is  to  be  a- 
feribed  to  good  or  evil ;  but  I  am  perfuaded  that  thofe  who  un- 
ilertake  it  ufe  many  fuperllUions.  He  afterwards  lays,  he 
hail  vipers  of  four  different  forts  brought  him  by  a  Pfilli,  who 
])ut  him,  together  with  the  French  conful  Lironcourt,  and  all 
the  French  nation  prefent,  in  conflernation.'^  They  gathered 
about  us  to  fee  how  flie  handled  the  moft  poifonous  and  dread, 
fill  creatures  alive  and  brifk,  without  their  doing,  or  even  of. 
fering  to  do  her  the  leaft  harm.  When  ftie  put  them  into 
the  bottle  where  they  were  to  be  preferved,  flie  took  them 
with  her  bare  hands,  and  handled  them  as  our  ladies  do  their 
laces.  She  had  no  difficulty  with  any  but  the  viperae  offici- 
Tvales,  wiiich  were  not  fond  of  their  lodging.  They  found 
means  to  creep  out  before  the  bottle  could  be  corked.  They 
crept  over  the  hands  and  bare  arms  of  the  woman,  without 
occafioning  the  leaft  fear  in  her  :  fhe  wdth  great  calmnefs  took 
the  fiiakes  from  her  body,  and  put  them  into  the  place  de¬ 
li  ined  for  their  grave.  She  had  taken  thefe  ferpents  in  the 
fcld  with  the  fame  cafe  fhe  handled  them  before  us  ;  this  wc 
were  told  by  the  Arab  who  brought  her  to  us.  Doubtlefs 
liiis  woman  had  fome  unknown  art  which  enabled  her  ta 
handle  thofe  creatures.  It  was  impoffible  to  get  any  informa¬ 
tion  from  her  j  for  on  this  fubje<ft  fhe  would  not  open .  her 
lips.  The  art  of  fafcinatiiig  ferpents  is  a  fecTet  amongft  the 
Egyptians.  It  is  worthy  the  endeavours  of  all  naturalifts,  and 
the  attention  of  every  traveller,  to  learn  fbmething  decifive 
relative  to  this  affair.  How  ancient  this  art  is  amongft  the' A- 
fricans,  may  be  concluded  from  the  ancient  Marii  and  Pfilli^ 
who  were  from  Africa,  and  daily  fliewed  proofs  of  it  at  Rome,. 

It  is  very  remarkable  that  this  fhould  he  kept  a  fecrct  for 
more  than  2CCQ  years,  being  knqwn  only  to  a  few,  when  wc 
VoL.  V.  K  "  have 
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hjve  fcen  hmv  many  other  fccrels  have  within  that  time 
revealed.  The  circumllances  relating  to  the  tafeinaxion  of 
ferptnts  in  Egypt  related  to  me,  were  principally,  i.  That  the 
art  is  only  known  to  certain  families,  -who  propagate  it  W 
their  offspring.  2.  The  perfon  who  knows  how  to  fafeinat# 
ferpents,  never  meddles  with  other  poifonous  animals,  fueh  as 
fcorpions,  lizards,  &c.  There  are  different  perfons  who  knW 
how  to  fafeinate  thefe  animals  ;  and  they  again  never  meddlfr 
with  ferptnts.  3.  Thofe  that  fafeinate  fcipents,  eat  thenC 
Ivoth  raw  and  boiled,  and  even  make  broth  of  them,'  which 
they  cr-t  very  commonly  amongfl  them  ;  but,  in  pankriilar^ 
they  tat  fuch  a  difh  when  they  go  dut  to  catch  them.  I  havd 
even  been  told,  that  ferpents  fried  or  boiled,  are  frequently' 
eat  by  the  Arabians,  both  in  Egypt  and  Arabia,  though  ihtf 
know  not  bow  to  fafeinate  them,  but  catch  them  either  alivt^ 
or  dead.  4.  After  they  have  eat  their  fm)p,  they  procure-* 
hleiTing  from  their  fekeik  (pried  or  lawyer),  who  ufes  (bmJfc 
fnperllilious  ceremonies,  and,  amongfl  others,  fpits  on  them 
fevcral  limes  with  certain  gelhires.  This  nraticr  of  getting  a 
hlciling  from  the  pricll  is  pure  fjpcrftition,  and  certainly  can 
not  in  the  lead  help  to  fafeinate  ferpents  ;  but  they  believe^ 
or  will  at  lead  perfuade  others,  that  the  power  of  faiclnating' 
ferpents  depends  upon  this  circuinflance.

>larii  hnd  taken  fuch  entire  poiTeiiion  of  her  imagination, 
il.  a  tliis  charat^ter  feemed  to  concenter  all  her  dramatic  ideas, 

a  time  the  towm  had  reafon  to  expe<it,  from  her  improved 
juil'^meiu  and  experience,  a  far  greater  ornament  to  the  ftage, 

'1  liongh  her  theatrical  income  was  more  than  ever  flie' had 
\ct  polfcifed,  her  natural  turn  for  extravagance  foon  involved 
her  in  a  variety  of  debts,  which  ftie  was  unable  to  difeharge; 

in  order  to  avoid  the  infolent  importunities  of  her  credi.* 
t.'.i  s,  file  judged  it  advifable  to  make  a  trip  to  Dublin^  having 
previoully  obtained  a  feitlcment  of  the  maiiagersdf  the  theatre 
there. 

A  certain  celebrated  turn-coat  counfcllor,  about  this  time  be¬ 
came  cleej>ly  enatnoared  with  her;  and  it  is  aflerted  by  tome 
of  his  ii.iiinate  friends,  that  he  only  changed  bis  fees  from  one 
hand  to  the  other,  without  pocketing  thcm,vvhilft  his  intimacy 
with  Xancy  fubfilled  :  a  convincing  proof  that  law  is  founded 
on  natniT — if  not  on  reafon.

Mr  Sheridao  praceeds  to  condder  the  ufe  of  oratory  with  refpeA 
to  knowledi^e,  the  liberal  arts  and  politencfs. 
lie  fiys.tiiat  it.  was  to  the  care  taken  in  cultivating  their  languages 
tlut  Grccccand  Rome,  owed  that  fplcndor  which  eclipfed  all  the  world: 
ti.i5  (plciidor,  liowever,  upon  examination,  will  appear  to  be  nothing 
tfiLit  the  people  of  Greece  and  Rome  were  the  better  or  the  happier 
for.  Mr  Sherid^in  fays,  that  we  fhould  not  have  known  their  fuperiori- 
ty,  but  for  their  language  :  Granted;  but  what  is  this  to  them  f  He 
admits  that  other  nations  may  have  produced  greater  law-givers, 
commanders  and  philefophers,  whofe  inditu^ions,  actions,  and  know* 
ledge,  might  be  fuperior  to  theirs  ;  and  iurcly  jt  is  from  the  having 
thcl'e,  and  not  from  being  known  to  have  had  them  after  they  arc 
dead,  tliat  their  country  derives  advantage.  Mr  Sheridan  fays,  thdt 
theirlonguage  furjiilhcd  them  with  the  means  of  acquirings  as  well 
as  of  prelerving  ^nd  difplaying  knowledge  j  but  this  is  not  true  of 
their  language  in  conlequencc  of  any  pcrfe^lion  that  made  it  perma* 
nL'iit ;  if  their  language  had  been  as  mutaolc  and  evanefeent  as  ours, 
it  would  have  been  equally  the  vehicle  of  knowledge  for  the  time  being* 
He  lavs,  they  were  inflamed  with  a  defire  of  performing  glorious 
anions  by  the  certain  hope  of  having  them  blazoned  to  the  world, 
not  only  in  their  own  times,  but  through  all  future  generations.  But 
in  ilicfe  glorious  actions  the  parties  had  a  more  important  and  immedi¬ 
ate  iiitcreft,  and  were  urged  by  motives  more  powerful  and  prefliDg.: 
When  tirutus  killed  Caelar,  Cato  himpslf,  a.nd  Virginius  his  daughter, 
were  they  at  leifure  to  reflect  whether  their  language  was  permanent 
or  tranfitory  ?  or,  can  it  he  imagined  that  fuch  a  thought  could  find 
entrance  into  the  mind  of  Scipio  qr^egulus,  when  it  was,  as  it  were, 
ablorhed  in  its  own  heroic  virtue,  and  ftruggling  in  a  confli(ft  by  which 
the  defire  of  beauty  and  the  love  of  life  were  furmounted  ?  Mr  Sheri¬ 
dan  iuppofes  too,  that  .the  durablenels  of  the  language  excited  the 
wi  iters  of  antiquity  to  give  a  pcrfe<5lioD  to  their  works  which  other* 
wile  they  would  have  thought  not  worth  the  labour  ;  but  this  too  it 
au  idle  dream  ;  a  poet  is  urged  to  write,  as  the  hero  is  to  dare,  by 
the  defire  of  pleafure,  profit,  or  reputation,  certain  and  immediate. 
Would  our  own  Shakcfpcarc,  Milton,  or  Pope,  have  writen  better  if 
they  had  known  our  language  would  have  lafted  as  long  as  Latin  and 
Gicek?  can  it  be  fuppeJed  that  they  fuffered  a  iingle  inaccuracy  or 
negligence  to  pals,  in  confequence  of  their  conviction  of  the  contrary  ? 

He  fays,  that  one  confidcrablc  advantage  of  making  a  good  tallc, 
with  refpeCt  to  language  in  general,  would  he,  that  the  multitude 
of  pernicious  hooks  which  arc  now  written  in  a  bad  ftile,  would  not 
be  read.  But  the  fame  caufc  that  would  prevent  the  reading  of  books 

'  '  •  ‘  writie/i' 
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written  in  a  bad  ftile,  would  prevent  a  bad  ftilc  from  being  written, 
except  lo  ne  contrivance  could  be  thought  ot  for  excluding  all  fro® 
Mr  Sheridan’s  iiritilh  education,  who  might  be  templed  to  write  per¬ 
nicious  books.  The  power  of  eloquence  to  do  good  and  evil  is  e(}ual  j 
if  education  makes  men  virtuous,  the  good  it  might  do  is  in  a  great 
degree  prccluifcd  i  if  it  loaves  them  vkious,  the  evil  it  might  do  will 
be  a  clear  fuo^raddition  of  mi  chief  to  the  date. 

Mr  Sheridan  has  endeavoured  to  flicw  that  the  liberal  arts  never 
nouriOved  where  oratory  was  ntgleiied,  and  that  it  is  much  more 
probable  that  oratory  raifed  and  fupported  the  liberal  arts,  than  that 
the  liberal  arts  raifed  and  lupported  oratoiy.  He  would  fain  perfuide 
us,  that  without  oratory  there  could  be  no  good  painter  or  (fatuary, 
and  that  nothing  but  oratory  is  wanting  to*give  us  virtue,  rellgioo, 
wifdom,  elegance,  power,  wealth,  excellence  In  every  workofait^ 
and  univerfal  and  permanent  celebrity.  He  has  not  laid  down  a  fingU 
principle  with  relpCt^l  to  education,  wliiih  he  lays  fhould  ptiiicipllly 
inculcate  virtue  and  religion,  hut  th;<t  our  fchools  (houUI  teach  oratory* 

Oratory,  as  well  with  refpeii  to  compolition  as  lUterance,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  drfireable  thing,  and  is  fhamefuUy  negle^Hed  among  us  j  but 
it  is  an  unaccountable  opinion,  that  the  conlVqucnce  of  exprellinrg  fuch 
ideas  as  are  conceived,  with  propriety,  el»*griiicc,  and  force,  will  be 
the  conception  of  right  ideas  ;  or  that  a  power  of  diff'uling  by  elo¬ 
quence  feth  principles  as  are  adopted,  will  he  a  means  of  adopting 
juft  principles.
